That Confucianism is no longer the power 
that it hag Leen for over twenty centuries 
ia\gindually hreeuming the eonvietion af the 
majority of -these whu have takon the trou- 
ble to oonrider the subject. Tes away ‘ove 
the minds of. tho Chineso Jiterati is 
by no means what it was even as recontly 


as 20 or 30 years ago. It is trae that there 


is apparently ne marked diminution in the 
numbor of Ancestral Halle, the exixtence of 
which all over the land sorves as an indica~ 
tion of the vitality of the Stuto” Roligion; 
yet, nevertheless, the more the country is 


permeated with Western knowledge the 


muro are the minds of the edvented class 
lecoming alienated fvcm the terchings to: 
which before unquestioning obodioney was: 
accorded. : 


Tho reason for thik stita of things it te 
not dificult tu comprehend, It ix gradual- 
ly dawning upon the educated young mem 
of China that a knowledge af the Confucian 

is ne longer what it was froma come 


1 point of view. And the com. 
prehension of this fact, while human nature 
is what it is, is sufficient to account fur the 
diminishing interest that ia being taken in 
the sequisition of Confucian loatning, At 
the sume time, however, it would not 
ho’ fair to assume that it is altogether 
duo to this, for it must be admitted 
that, ax. the “broader and deaper know 
Lidge iWiroduced and meuleated by 
Weatorn scholars ix becoming acsimilatod, 
thore in an ever-increasing restisation of 
how inadequate Confucinaism is, notwith- 
standing oli its merits (and they are mang}, 
to woet the requirements of tho present 
doy. } 

Asti whether the gradual passing away 
of Confucianisin is to -bo, luvked upon age 


blessing or otherwise is o i upon 


which there is a very conaideral erence 
One remarkable fet in ‘con- 
spection | with this question is the highor 
gotimation in which Confuciun and hia 
‘Sthical system’ are regarded by thease’ who 
avowedly are here to supplant that system. 
This fact was brought ous ina atriking man- 
nor by tho discussion that followed the 
reading of Dr. MacGilli:ray's paper on 
"Confuciunism weighed in” English: Bae 
lances,’ at the Jart meeting of the Shanghai 
Missionary Arsocincion, The paper gave 
tlie opinions of four-well-known men, who 
from their atudy of Confucianiam were 
supposed. to bo well quulified to expréks an 
opinion onthe merits and demerits of the 
teachings of the Sage. Cn the) wholo 
their views were'not favourably, although 
they did not fail to give Confucins credit 
for the excellent moral and ethical truths 
which by general consent, characterise his 
writings, und. which. cntitle him te 
a very high jlace. among, the most - 
eminent. terchers of - antiquity. “The 
discussion of tho paper, however, revealed 
the Fact that. men. who bad spent 4 .con- 
aidorable part of their lives-in ‘China, and 
whose. careful and conscientious study of 
the Chinese classical writings should make 
their orinions ofg:much’ weight, united 
in their eulozy ofthe Sage and his teach. 
ings, although at the safne time, of course, 
tho glaring: deficiency. of his system, 
in: failing to make’ adequats provision 
for man’s spiritual nature; and which 
deficiency was'indicated by the existence 
of Buddhisn sind Tnoism, was not 
ignored. The better Confucius is 
understood. by *Weatern scholars, . tho 
greater ig, the ccstimation in which. as” 
rule, he is held by them. Thir assertion 
is born nut by the opinion of the late Pro- 
feasor Legge recorded in hia Prolegomens 
to the. Confucian Anslecta where he says" 
“The more I have studied the character an 
the opinions of Confucius, the more highly 
Yiave 1 como to regard him, He was 5 
very grent man, and his influence has been, 
ou tho whole, a great benefit to the Chi- 
nese, ‘ 
The ‘question, however, ‘as to whather 
thy decadence of Confuciznianr will prove to 
ho beneficial to the Chinese depends om 
what is to be substituted in ita plneo. 
Tt doesnot appear to ho at all certain 
thit the Chinese, who’nro: bronking .away 


—i| from Confucianian arc. inclined, at least to 


any marked oxtent, to dmbtice the doctrines 
and‘ethical teachings df? Christianity. in its 
pluce, and if this be a correct dingnosis of 
the.cand, the cutlook is not by any meany * 
a very hopeful one.: Any religion’ is per- 


‘haps, better than none, and for the Chingse 


peuple to discard, to any, consideyable ox- 
tent, the othical teaching of their: great 
Sage, without attempting to substitute for 
them a higher and Yoblor faith; ‘would 
affird amplo justilication for the most 
pessinistic views of the ethical, moral, and 
eligious futuro of the Chincke people. —
